Shortly after the “communique” was issued 
from Tel Aviv, a police source there reported that the bodies of the two soldiers had been found.

WASHINGTON, July 30—(AP)—The United States has protested to Russia against 


Soviet removal of former German and Italian assets from the defeated Balkan states — 
Robert Lovett, undersecretary of state, told a press 
conference today that a note had been delivered to Foreign Minister Molotov in Moscow

THE NOTE SAID the 
States is concerned because it was 
one of the signers of the peace 
treaties with Hungary, Bulgaria 
and Romania and thus holds res-

Loot in Robbery 
Mounts to $110,000 


CARP, Ont., July 30—(CP)—The 
Yoot of a brick-tunnelling burglary 
gang from the Bank of Nova Scotia 
in this Ottawa valley town today 
took on the proportions of one of 
the largest in Ontario bank rob- 
bery history as bank officials coun- 
ited mounting reports of loss from 
wafety deposit boxes that already 
¢otal more than $110,000. 

While local authorities, joined by 
bank robbery experts of the On- 
tario Provincial Police, sought 
clucs to the gang which chopped 
through an 18-inch brick wall into 
the vault yesterday morning, bank 
authorities said it probably would 
be some time before the full extent 
of the loss was known, 

However, an unofficial _ survey 
fhowed that at least $110,750 in 
negotiable bonds, securities, war 
savings certificates and cash had 
been taken by the robbers who 
rifled all but one of the bank's 72 
eafety deposit boxes. 

Many of the depositors lost their 
life savings with no hope of their 
return unless police recover the 
Joot since the bank is not respons- 
ible for theft from safety deposit 
boxes unless they are insured ag- 
ainst it.

OTTAWA, July 30—(CP)—Maj.- 
Gen. Howard Kennedy, of Ottawa, 
has been appointed chairman of the 
eastern Rocky Mountains forest 
eonservatioa board, established at 
the last session of parliament, Re- 
gources Minister Glen announced 
today. 

The three-man board was estab- 
fished to supervise and direct all 
activities connected with the pro- 
tection and conservation of forests 
e the eastern watershed of the 
Rockies, The remaining two mem- 
bers of the board still are to be 
appointed, one by the Dom‘nion 
and the other by Alberta. 

The act creating the board em- 
bodied an agreement reached be- 
tween the Dominion and Alberta 
for the protection and conserva- 
tion of the forests. 

Under the agreement which ex- 
tends over a period of 25 years, 
the Dominion and Alberta will an- 

ually spend a sum not in excess 

f $300,000, of which the Dominion’s 
Share will be up to $175,000. In ad- 
dition the federal government 
agreed to spend a sum of $6,300,000 
over a period of six years for 
eapital improvements in the matter 
of roads, communications, and the 
like, all designed to provide max- 
imum protection and conservation 
of the forest resources of this area

Japanese Fell While Fleeing 


Super-Secret Report Found 
On Hiroshima Atom Blast 


1945 says that thousands who 
apparently survived the awe- 
some blast began dropping as 
they fled the flaming city. 

I have just seen the only 
known copy of this report, 
which also discloses that Jap- 
anese scientists quickly guessed 
that an atomic bomb had hit 
Hiroshima and that uranium 
was the agent used. 

The eompilation of this re- 
port was begun by experts on 
the scene the day the bomb 
hit on that historic Aug. 6, and, 
when surrender came, the Jap- 
anese high command ordered it 
destroyed. 

But a Japanese officer who 
helped compile it saved a copy 
along with photographs. I dis- 
covered the photographs at 
Kure 10 days ago and that led 
down a trail which at last un- 
covered the report itself. 

This super-secret .report of 
the high command in Tokyo 
said that all persons within 
range of the blinding flash 
were so stunned that even anti- 
aircraft battery gunners forgot 
to shoot as they marvelled at 
the monstrous white cloud 
mushrooming over the city. 

Immediately after the blast, 
thousands of those who escaped 
a direct scorching or injury 
from flying debris began to suf- 
fer from a strange sickness, 
the report continued. Although 
unmarked, they began falling 
while trying to get out of the 
city. 

The Japanese noted that the 
bomb caused very few fires 
except in the forest on the 
hills behind Hiroshima. They 
attributed the fire which raged 
through shattered houses in 
the centre of the city to such 
causes as electrical shorts and 
overturned cooking fires.
